than £2 a year; whereas that of a Briton, in England, is £36. Again, though the. 
minimum income on which the income-tax is leviable in India is only Rs. 500 a 


year, yet only one man in seven hundred is found liable to the tax, and the amount 


of the revenue derived from this source from a population of 220,000,000 is much 
smaller than that realized from a population of only 40,000,000 in the United 
Kingdom. These patent facts ecely show how very poor Indiais. But notwith- 
standing such abject poverty of the Indians, the European officials, both civil 
and military, are given exorbitant salaries. The military expenditure has been 
argey increasing owing to the construction of the frontier defences and railways, 
and, to add still more to the burdens of the people, the Exchange Compensation 


Allowances have lately been granted to non-domiciled Europeans and Eurasians.. 


Almost the entire revenue of India from all sources is absorbed in the military® 


expenditure and the salaries of the European officials. In 1880, the total amount 
of the money paid from the Indian Treasury, in salaries, was £11,000,000, and of 
this sum only £2,000,000, fell.to the share of the poor Indians. £460,000 are 


remitted every year to England to the pensions of retired Anglo-Indians alone. 


Ten years ago, the military expenditure was £18,000,000, while it has now reached 
£240,000,000. When such is the magnitude of the military expenditure in times of 
peace, then Heaven alone may save India (from entire ruin) in time of war! Itis 
certainly due to the short-sightedness and false imaginary fears of the British 
authorities that they so rashly and carelessly go on expending money on the North- 
West frontier. The writer will make bold to prophesy that the day is at hand when 
the Englishmen will have cause to bitterly rue their “frontier policy.” The 
Budget has been showing deficit after deficit for three consecutive years, and the 
finaucial difficulties, assuming formidable dimensions last year, the Famine Insur-

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f carrying small thin sticks and barked at by the street dogs. Formerly men at 
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ance Fund, which was intended for saving the lives of the starving during the times 


of famine, was engulfed in the general expenditure of the administration. * During 
the rule of the East India Company, an inquiry into the administration of the Gov-. 


ernment of India used to be made every thirty years, Such an inquiry has been 
stopped since this Empire was placed under the direct control of the British Crown, 


and though in 1888, a similar inquiry was promised by the British Ministers, it was - 


not carried out. The British Government in India is certainly far more costly than 
the Governments of other countries. A general reduction ought to be made in the 
salaries of the highly-paid officers ; the compensation allowance being, of course, 
abolished in the first instance. The Viceroy can certainly continue to live in per- 


fect ease and comfort if his yearly salary is reduced from £25,000 to £20,000, and so 
' ean a Governor if he receives a yearly salary of £6,000 or £8,000 instead of £10,000 ; 
‘ salaries of other officers being reduced in the same proportion. Another much 


needed reform from which a considerable saving is expected, is to employ qualified 


' natives much more largely in the administration of the country. The British Gov- 
ernment ought to carry out the promise, held out in Her Gracious Majesty’s Pro- 


clamation of 1858, to appoint natives to Government posts without the distinction 


of colour or creed. The Government might not do anything particular for the well-. 


being of the natives, but it.should take special care not to do any such thing as might 
cause its countrymen to be regarded by the world as “ liars” and “‘ cheats.” The best 
course for the British Government, if unwilling to adhere to the Proclamation now, 
would be to bring some imputation dgainst the natives, which need not be a difficult 
iob to do, and then withdraw the Pro 6a ga (declaring the natives to be undeserv- 
ia of the same). But unless the Gove 


will not sit idle, but continue to demand the fulfilment of the pledge made by their
